More Quincy residents 
cast ballots in this month’s 
presidential election than 
any other election in the 
city’s history, with’ turn- 
out across the state and the 
country also at record levels. 

Democratic ~- candidates 
running for federal, state 
and county offices swept 
the ballot in Quincy in the 
Nov. 3 election. In the presi- 
dential race, Democratic 
nominee Joe Biden defeated 
incumbent Republican Don- 
ald Trump and will become 
the nation’s 46th president 
in January. 

Turnout in Quincy was 
71.88 percent, with 45,840 
of the city’s 63,770 regis- 
tered voters casting ballots. 
The previous record for 
number of votes was set in 
1960, when 45,565 of the 
then 49,509 registered vot- 
ers went to the polls, a turn- 
out of 92 percent. 

City Clerk Nicole Crispo 
on Monday said she was 
pleased with the turnout this

The total.number of bal- 
lots cast this year includes 
289 that were counted on 
Monday. Those _ include 
mail in ballots that were 
postmarked by Nov. 3 and 
received at City Hall before 
5 p.m. on Nov. 6 and bal- 
lots returned to City Hall on 
Election Day. 

Crispo said there are an 
additional 200 or so mili- 
tary ballots that remain to 
be counted by Friday plus 
another 50 or 60 ballots that 
need to be hand counted. 

Secretary of State Wil- 
liam Galvin has said he an- 
ticipates the total turnout in 
Massachusetts for the elec- 
tion will surpass 3.3 million, 
topping the total number of 
votes cast four years ago, 
once all ballots are tabu- 
lated. 

Biden, the Democratic 
nominee and a former vice 
president, received 30,165 
votes in Quincy. Trump, the 
Republican incumbent, fin- 
ished with 14,283 votes in 
the city. 

Biden bested Trump. by 
a similar margin statewide 
in Massachusetts, finishing 
with just under two-thirds of 
the total vote, according to 
the Associated Press, Elev- 
en electoral votes were up 
for grabs in the Bay State. 

In the U.S. Senate race, 
incumbent 


Ed Markey turned back a 
challenge from Republican 
Kevin O’Connor. Markey 
outpolled O’Connor 30,279 
to 13,793 in Quincy and re- 
ceived roughly two-thirds of 
the vote statewide. Markey 
was first élected to the Sen- 
ate in a 2013 special election 
and had been re-elected to a

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Koch Aiming For No Property Tax rare 


Public Hearing On Tax Rate 
Noy. 16 Remotely Via Zoom

Mayor Thomas Koch is 
optimistic the city would 
be able to avoid an increase 
in the property tax bill for 
the average single-family 
homeowner. 

The City Council will 
hold a public hearing on the 
tax rate at 7:30 p.m. on Nov. 
16. The hearing will be con- 
ducted remotely via Zoom. 
The meeting ID is 859 0439 
6740 and the dial-in num- 
ber for those who wish to 
participate by phone is 646- 
558-8656. 

Koch, in an interview 
Nov. 5, said his administra- 
tion was still in the process 
of calculating the new tax 
rates. The mayor aims to 
avoid raising the tax bill for 
the average single-family 


homeowner, a goal he first 
announced in the spring 
when he_ introduced his 
budget for the current fiscal 
year. 

“You know what the goal 
is and what we said publicly, 
to try to have a zero increase 
on the average single fam- 
ily,” Koch said. 

“T also caveat that with 
values change; there are 
other factors in there that 
are beyond my control. 
Now, obviously, we’re deal- 
ing with changes in values. 
We’re also dealing with 
revenue shortfalls. Local 
receipts — room tax on the 
hotels, meals tax, building 
permit fees — all those things 
that fall into local receipts 
are down, so we're dealing 
with that.

“Fhe spending we are 
controlling. With the COV- 


. ID comes some other costs, 


but for the most part we’re 
getting backfilled from the 
feds and the state on that, 
Unless that falls through, 
we should be fine on the ex- 
penditure side,” the mayor 
said. “It’s just the revenue 
shortfalls that we are deal- 
ing with.” 

The bulk of the city’s 
revenue, roughly 75 percent, 
comes from property taxes, 
14 percent comes from local 
receipts — a category that in- 


cludes a number of revenue- 


Streams such as the motor 
vehicle excise tax, the meals 
tax and-various permit fees 
— and 11 percent is local aid 
from the state. 

Koch said local aid has 
been level-funded this year 
and local receipts are down 
between $8 and $10 million. 

“When we'got our budget 
back in the spring, there was 
going to be an increase in lo- 
cal aid. I’m pleased it wasn’t 
cut, but that’s been level- 
funded, which is down from 
where we were projecting,” 
Koch said. “Then you’ve 
got the local receipts, which 
are down probably in the $8 
to $10 million range: That 
creates some challenges.” 

“I gave my word what 
we were trying to do and 
that’s what we’re going to 
try to do,” he added, refer-

ring to his goal of not rais- 
ing tax bills. “It could be up 
a little bit. I don’t know.” 

Koch will ask the coun- 
cil to use free cash — money 
collected by the city but not 
expended — to reduce the 
tax bill. Between $6 and $8 
million in free cash could be 
used to do so. 

“At the end of each fis- 
cal year you finish off and 
you square your books. Free 
cash is that number you 
have as a surplus from the 
budget,” Koch said. “We 
had about $2 million’ left 
in free cash from last year 

_ that we didn’t spend and the 
calculation is being done on 
what we got from June 30 
when we closed. the books. 

“It is probably going to 
be in the range of $6 to $8 


million in free cash that. we. 


would apply as an offset.” 


The mayor said mid-year - 


cuts could also be made if 
necessary. He does not want 
to tap into the city’s stabi- 
lization fund, also -known 
as the rainy day fund, be- 
cause doing so could cause 
the city’s bond rating to de- 
crease. 

“Free cash I’m willing to 
use, but I don’t want to dip 
into reserves,” Koch said. 
“We’ve been slowly build- 
ing that. It took a big hit 
back im ’09 when we had 
that major fiscal crisis as the 
world did at the time. 

“For the financial health

of the city, it doesn’t make 
sense to dip too far into 
that because that has other 
implications, including our 
bond rating. If we start to 
go down that road, our bond 
rating could be downgraded. 
It could be downgraded any- 
way because they are doing 
that across the board’ just 
because of the times we’re 
living in, but I don’t want to 
give them a reason in Quin- 
cy why they would drop it.” 


Overall, Quincy is in a 


good place financially com- 
pared to other communities, 
Koch stated. 

“I frequently _ compare 
other communities to what 
we’re doing and the average 
person .that’s paying their 
taxes could care less about 
what other communities are 


-doing; they just look at their - 


bill, but the reality is there 
are a lot of communities far 
worse off than us,” Koch 
said. 

“If it really hits the fan 
in the next two years, I can 
go up on the taxes some be- 
cause we have excess levy 
Capacity, which most com- 
munities don’t. So, it’s ei- 
ther a 2 % override in many 
communities or major cuts 
— we're not in that position, 
thankfully.” 

“The other thing that 
has’ been helping us as you 
know we kept construction 
going right through this,” 
Koch added. “We- get new 


growth on the taxes each 
year based on develop-- 
‘ment and new construction 
and that has been a healthy 
number the last couple years 
because we’ve been pushing 
development. . 

“The average person. 
Says, ‘How does that help,’ 
no matter how many times 
you try to explain that it 
is more money in the till, 
therefore it helps with ev- 
erything. It helps us fund 
our budget — policemen, 
firemen, teachers. A lot of 
communities don’t have that 
benefit.” 

In the. interview, the 
mayor also said city projects 
— such as a new police and 
fire headquarters — have not 
been put on hold because of 
the pandemic because they 
are necessary.in the long run 
and . because interest rates 
remain low. 

“We're going through a 
difficult period, but the de- 
velopment and city projects 
have far longer implica- 
tions,” Koch said. “It’s not 
like you’re not going to do 
them. 

“And, quite frankly, with 
all we’ve got going on, there 
has never been a time when 
money has been cheaper to 
borrow, so why wouldn’t we 
be doing these things. What 
are we going to do, put the 
police station on hold? That 
place is ready to fall down..- 

“T think it’s a good time 
to get things done.” 


Walking clears my head while working from home, keeps 
me healthy and gives-me a sense of community.

On Nov. 2nd, a person driving hit and killed a woman 
while she was walking just 3 blocks from my home. When 
I heard, I was understandably upset, and even ‘more upset 
after reading Facebook comments blaming her for the crash. 
When a car, weighing thousands of pounds, hits a person 
walking, it is most certainly not the walker’s fault. Her life 
could have been saved if preventive measures were in place 
to make our streets safer for all road users, not just for cars. 
Our roads, as configured now, far too often encourage driv- 
ers to speed, and to not pay attention to community mem- 


- bers walking and biking. 


Blaming walkers in fatal crashes ig victim blaming which 
in effect, discourages people from walking. and doesn’t 
move the ball on addressing the reasons these crashes occur 
in the first place or on protecting our most vulnerable road 
users. Perhaps when our driver hats are on, we can imagine 
being the driver who hit the person walking and have come 
to view the scene as a non-preventable, horrible accident: 

But the truth is, these crashes are preventablé. There are 
many proven, simple, cheap treatments - that allow people 
walking, driving, and biking, to coexist without fear that a 
trip will lead to death. On neighborhood roads, raised cross- 
walks, speed humps, lane narrowing, stop signs and speed 
limits slow cars down, and visible, clear, and frequent cross- 
walks with features for enhanced visibility 1iké lighting arid’ 
curb bump outs provide safer walking conditions. On busy 
roads, separation Of walkers and bikers from Cars," visibil- 
ity at high volume intersections, and signals that work for 
people walking - not just push buttons followéd by a long 
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wait- improve safety.. 

Unfortunately, a quick look at the street and intersection 
where a car hit my neighbor demonstrates a lack of safe ele- 
ments, The intersection, along with all neighboring intersec- 
tions on Elmwood Ave, has no crosswalks or curb cuts. The 
sidewalks are not well maintained. There is minimal light- 
ing, and none at a human scale. And there are no measures 
to prevent speeding at the intersection for cars coming from 
or approaching high-speed Newport Avenue, * 

Walking is good for us as a community, When we walk, 
we are giving space on thé road to higher needs (people with 
mobility impairments, emergency response, buses etc.). We 
aren’t contributing to congestion, we are reducing air pollu- 
tion and we are adding eyes on, the street that make it safer. 
We are giving our business to our neighborhood commercial 
districts and not requiring additional space to store our cars. 
We are keeping our bodies healthy, 

Let’s encourage walking here and protect the many of us 
who already walk, bike and take transit. Let’s not get caught 
up, in the victim blame game when someone dies on our 
roads,and instead consider what we, aS a Community, can 
do to make our streets, our largest public asset, safer for all 
people who use them. One preventable death is too many, 
and since the beginning of the pandemic, there have been 
four, in Quincy, To the members of our community who 


were victims of these tragedies, may you rest peacefully, 
Your life was lost too soon. Ma : bi

THE WOLLASTON COAL Company that was located 
at 33 Weston Avenue alongside the railroad tracks in 
Wollaston published this 1912 advertising postcard. The 
company specialized in Lehigh and‘Lackawanna coals 
from eastern Pennsylvania that were widely used at the 
time in home heating furnaces. As the ad proclaims, this 
new Quincy company was one of the first to use motor 
trucks for quick delivery service. The business later be- 
came the Ralph Coal Company owned by two brothers 
from Wollaston. They continued retail coal operations at 
this location until the late 1950s.

Doggie Day Care, Grooming 
Business Opens At Marina Bay

What started out as a dog 
walking venture in Dorches- 
ter has turned into a full- 
service doggie daycare and 
grooming business that has 
expanded into Quincy. 

The Modern Dog at Ma- 
rina Bay opened several 
weeks ago-at 550 Victory 
Rd. in The Meriel building. 
Owner Charles Maneikis, a 
Dorchester native, said that 
while his original Dorches- 
ter location has grooming 
and dog walking, his new 
Quincy location is a spe- 
cialty store, offering high 
quality daycare, service, 
and products that typically 
would be seen in Boston. 

“We are a little bit more 
high-end retail,” Maneikis 
explained, as he stood out- 
side his Marina Bay store. 
“We have doggie daycare, 
professional bathing, and a 
self-serve dog wash.” 

Dog walking services are 
also offered at the Marina 
Bay location. 

“We do a handful of 
Quincy dogs now, and we 
are looking to expand with- 


in Quincy,” Maneikis said. - 


“We do a lot in Dorches- 
ter now because that’s our 
original location, but. we do 
a lot here; especially around 
Marina Bay, and throughout 
North Quincy and Quincy in 
general.” 

While professional bath- 
ing, the self-serve dog wash, 
and doggie daycare are the 
three main services offered 
at Marina Bay, dog owners 
will also find treats, food, 
toys, and other items in the 
retail section of the store 
that Fido will enjoy. 

“We are a hard to find 
boutique retail that you 
wouldn’t be able to find in 
the big box stores,” Manei- 
kis said. “It’s a little more 
like you’re Shopping in the 
South End here. We have 
little birthday boxes, indi- 
vidual artisan treats as well 
as locally sourced treats, 
hard-to-find toys, high-end 
jackets and different acces- 
sories.” 

The Marina Bay store has 
a large, open daycare room 
that is limited to no more 
than 25 dogs at a time. A 
professional .staff provides 
a minimum of six hours 


supervised playtime and_a 
walk during the day for each 
dog. The daycare space can 
be rented for birthday par- 
ties. 

Each dog is vetted and 
must have proper vaccina- 
tions. Maneikis noted that 
his stores follow strict CO- 
VID-19 guidelines. 

“We space out all our 
bath appointments and we 
are very safe with our CO- 
VID protocols,” he said. 

“Daily specials are of- 
fered. These include Mani- 
cure Mondays for nail trim- 
ming; Travel Tuesdays and 
Thursdays where dogs can 
play in a 5,000 square-foot 
fenced-in yard; and Face- 
Time Fridays where dog 
owners can FaceTime or 
video stream their dog in the 
daycare room. 

Maneikis started his 
business about 11 years ago 
in Dorchester as a dog walk- 
ing service. 

“Three years in, we ex- 
panded into a brick and 
mortar store on Dorchester 
Avenue,” he said. 

At his Dorchester lo- 
cation, full grooming and 
haircuts are offered with 
some other services there 
being shut down because of 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 
There is a total of 17 staff 
members that are split be- 
tween the two locations. 
They include professional 
dog walkers and groomers. 

Maneikis’s interest in 
dog-care began when he 
worked for a _ veterinar- 
ian while attending Stone- 
hill College in Easton and 
walked dogs for people in 
the Easton area. 

“In my senior year, | de- 
cided to try dog walking,” 
he said. “When I gradu- 
ated, I picked up a few local 
clients around Dorchester 
where my family has lived 
for 80 to 90 years. It grew 
from there.” 

As his dog walking busi- 
ness blossomed, he started 
thinking about opening a 
store. 

“I found the Dorchester 
location and my cousin Er- 
ica helped start that store,” 
he said. 

Maneikis said offering a 
personal touch to dog care

Proper Storage Extends 
The Life Of Leftover Seeds 


by MELINDA MYERS 

As you pack away the 
garden hose, tools and 
other supplies or transition 
to your winter garden, do 
not overlook those leftover 
seeds. Proper storage can 
extend their life so you will 
need to buy fewer seeds 
next season. With another 
shortage of garden seeds 
predicted for 2021 you will 
be glad you did. 

Leave the seeds in their 
original packet whenever 
possible. It contains all the 
information you -need to 
make planting easier and 
increase your success next 
season. . 

Place the seed packets in 
an airtight container such as 
a recycled jar or plastic stor- 
age container. If you have 
lots of seeds, consider or- 
ganizing them -as you pack 
them away for winter. 

Arrange them alphabeti- 
cally from A to Z using di- 
viders for each letter of the 
alphabet or organize them 
by planting season. Group 
seeds to be started indoors 
together and those that go 
directly in the garden by 
the month they should be 
planted. 

Seal the lid on the con- 
tainer and place in a cool, 
dark ldcation. The refrig- 
erator is perfect, providing 
consistently cool tempera- 


‘ture that increases seed stor- 


age success.

The longevity of a seed 
not only depends on proper 
storage, but also varies with 
the type of seed. 

Eggplant, muskmelon, 
and Brussels sprouts will 
last five years or more while 
onions and parsnips may 
only last a year. Give left- 
over flower seeds the same 
care. Heliotrope, verbena, 
sweet William, geraniums, 
and Shasta daisies typically 
last one or two years. 

Impatiens, Geums and 
Tithonia (Mexican sunflow- 
er) usually maintain viabili- 
ty for two years while agera- 
tum, alyssum, amaranth and 
yarrow can last four years or 
more, 

Take an inventory of 
your seeds as you pack them 


‘away in storage. Reference 


this list as you begin plan- 


ning next year’s garden. 


You will be able to see what 
seeds you already have and 
focus on those you need. 

If. you have extras or 
seeds you do not plan to 
use, consider sharing some 
with a friend. Most of us 
do not need to plant all 
20, 30 or more seeds in a 
packet. Sharing and trading 
with friends or donating to 
schools, community gar- 
dens, master gardeners, or 
other groups that may lack 
the resources to buy their 
own seeds is a great way to 
make a difference. Every- 
one will save money while 


growing beautiful and pro- 
ductive gardens. 

Do not discard older 
seeds. They often outlast 
the average and continue 
to sprout at an acceptable 
level. You can test the seeds 
prior to planting. Just take 
ten seeds and wrap them in 
a damp paper towel. Then 
place in a plastic bag and 
wait to check for sprouting 
in a week or two. If all the 
seeds sprout, you can plant 
according to the packet. If 
only half sprout, you need 
to seed twice as thick. 

And if you find some of 
your old seeds are no longer 
viable, use them to create 


‘seed art and other projects. 


It is a fun way to repurpose 
these seeds. 

Be sure to add packing 
up leftover seeds to your 
fall to-do list. You will be 
glad you did when it is time 
to plan and plant next year’s 
garden.

Add zucchini and peppers, then garlic. 

Cook about 5 minutes or so until sizzling 
and flavors are mingling.

Checking your blood 
sugar, also called blood glu- 
cose, is an imperative part 
of diabetes care. 

Your blood sugar num- 
bers indicate how well your 
diabetes is controlled. Suc- 
cessfully managing your di- 
abetes means that you have 
less chancé of having seri- 
ous health complications, 
such as kidney disease, vi- 
sion loss, and nerve and 
blood vessel damage. 

Verifying your blood 
sugar levels, enables you to 
see what causes your num- 
bers to rise and fall. For in- 
stance, you might see an el- 
evation in your blood sugar 
when you are stressed or eat 
certain foods. On the other 
hand, you may see that when 
you take your medicine and 
are active, your numbers 
improve. This information 
allows you to distinguish 
what is successfully work- 
ing for you and what needs 
to be modified. 

There are several ways 
to measure blood sugar, two 
very common methods are: 

* Finger stick blood sugar 
checks that you perform on 


safe place for children to

yourself. These inform you 
what your blood sugar level 
is at the time you test. 

*The AIC (glycosylated 


‘hemoglobin), a’ test done’ in 


a lab or at your provider’s 
office. The AIC test tells 
you and your health care 
team your average blood 
sugar level over the past 2 to 
3 months. 

The device you use to 
check your blood sugar is a 
blood glucose meter. There 
are many varied types of 
glucose meters. Most use 
a small drop of blood from 
your finger to measure your 
blood sugar level. You can 
acquire the meter and neces- 
sary supplies in a drug store 
or by mail. 

Be sure to read the direc- 
tions that accompany your 
meter to learn how to prop- 
erly check your blood sugar. 
Your health care team: or 
pharmacist can also instruct 
you how to use your meter. 
It is important to log your 
blood sugar readings and 
take your blood sugar record 
and meter to each visit and 
talk about your results with 
your provider. 

For optimal control, peo- 
ple with diabetes have blood 
sugar targets that they try to 


reach at different times of 
the day. These targets are: 

¢ Right before your meal: 
80 to 130 

¢ Two hours after the start 
of the meal: Below 180 

The amount of times that 
you check your blood sugar 
will depend on the type of 
diabetes that you have and 
the types of medicine you 
take to treat your diabetes. 

For example, people 
who take insulin may need 
to check more often than 
people who do not take in- 
sulin. Your health care team 
should assist you in devis- 
ing a plan regarding how 
often and when to check 
your blood sugar. The com- 
mon times for checking 
your blood sugar are when 
you first wake up (fasting), 
before a meal, 2 hours after 
a meal (postprandial) and at 
bedtime. 

For many people with 
diabetes, the AIC goal is 
below 7. This number is dif- 
ferent from the blood sugar 
numbers that you check 


each day. It also helps you ~ 


and your team to decide on 
the type and amount of dia- 
betes medicine you need. 
You and your health care 
team will decide on an A1C 
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goal that is right for you. 

You need to get an AIC 
test at least 2 times a year. 
You need it more often if:

changes. 

High blood sugar is also 
called hyperglycemia. It de- 
notes that your blood sugar 
level is higher than your tar- 
get level or over 180. Hav- 
ing high blood sugar levels 
over an extended period of 
time can lead to long-term, 
serious health problems. 

If you experience symp- 
toms of extreme fatigue, 
thirst, blurred vision, or feel 
the need to urinate more of- 
ten than usual, your blood 
sugar may be elevated. Test 
your blood sugar and see if 
it is above your target level 
or over 180. If it is too high, 
one way to lower it is to 
exercise by taking a. brisk 
walk. If your blood sugar is 
consistently running high or 
you don’t know why it is el- 
evated, contact your doctor. 

Low blood sugar is also 
called hypoglycemia. This 
typically means your blood 
sugar level drops below 70. 

Having low blood sugar 
is dangerous and needs to be 


treated immediately. Any- ’ 


one with diabetes can ex- 
perience a low blood sugar. 
Your chances of having low 
blood sugar escalate if you 
are taking insulin or certain 
pills for diabetes. 

Skipping meals can also 
precipitate a hypoglycemic 
reaction. If you experience 
shaking, sweating, or ex- 
treme hunger, check your 
blood sugar. Even if you 
feel none of these symp- 
toms, but think you may be 
suffering from a low blood 
sugar, check it. 

It is essential for diabet- 
ics who are on any medi- 
cine for their blood sugar to 
carry supplies that can treat 
a hypoglycemic reaction. If 
your meter shows that your 
blood sugar is lower than 
70, consider initiating one 
of the following remedies 
right away: 

¢ chew 4 glucose tablets 

¢ drink 4 ounces sof fruit 
juice 

* drink 4 ounces of regu- 
lar soda, not diet soda 

¢ chew 4 pieces of hard 
candy 

After taking one of these 
treatments, wait for 15 min- 
utes then re-check your 
blood sugar. Repeat these

steps until your blood sugar 
is 70 or above. 

After your blood sugar 
returns to 70 or higher, eat 
a snack if your next meal is 
more than 1 hour away. If 
you are experiencing low 
blood sugars frequently, you 
may need to discuss modi- 
fications in your medicines 
or changes in your diet with 
your provider. 

Medicare, Medicaid 
and most private insurance 
plans pay for the AIC test 
and a portion of the cost of 
supplies for checking your 
blood sugar. Check your 
plan or ask your health care 
team for help finding. low 
cost or free supplies. 

Taking action will help 
you be healthy today and 
stay healthy in the future.

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On Tuesday, Nov. 3, Quincy Police Drug Control Unit 
detectives were working the 4 p.m. to midnight shift, They 
were conducting surveillance in the area of Cleverly Court 
due to recent citizen complaints of alleged drug activity. 


At approximately 5:17 p.m., detectives noticed a blue — 


Chevrolet Malibu as it traveled on Cleverly Court. Detec- 
tives queried the registration using a Mobile Data Terminal 
(MDT) and learned the vehicle was a rental vehicle and that 
it had been recently queried by various law enforcement 
agencies to include Boston, Brookline, Brockton, Canton, 
Chelsea and MSP on sixteen (16) different occasions. 
Detectives noticed the vehicle to arrive at an apartment 
complex on Cleverly Court and park in the rear parking lot. 
DCU detectives know from training and experience that 
rental vehicles and third-party registrations are often uséd 
by drug dealers to shield their identity from law enforce- 
ment. Detectives decided to keep the vehicle under surveil- 
lance. 
Detectives observed as the operator exited the motor 
vehicle and entered the apartment complex. Within a very 
short period of time, the operator exited the apartment com- 
plex and walked back to the vehicle. Detectives encountered 
both the operator of the vehicle, and the female passenger. 
While conducting the investigation, it was learned that the 
operator of the vehicle visited one of the residents. The op- 
erator was not truthful in terms of who he visited or why he 
was there. Officer Dabilis deployed his drug-detection K9 
partner, Karl. Karl sniffed the public air space surrounding 
the operator with negative results. The operator and passen- 


ger were then sent on their way. 

Detectives also spoke to the resident of the apartment 
that the operator visited. While conversing with the resident 
in the hallway, three individuals exited the apartment. All 
three parties were detained. At that time, Officer Dabilis de- 
ployed his drug detection K9 partner “Karl.” K9 Karl first 
sniffed the public airspace surrounding one of the detained 
individuals. K9 Karl showed a change in behavior indicat- 
ing to the presence of drug odor. 

Detectives then searched the individual and located a 
knotted plastic bag containing six (6) round, blue, tablets 
marked “M 30” in his underwear just below his waistline. 
These pills would be field tested and determined to be fen- 
tanyl. Detectives also located four-(4) folds of U.S. curren- 
cy ($400, $500, $500 & $60) in the front left pocket of his 
pants. Upon completing a consent search of the individual’s 
backpack, detectives located another $481, for a total of 
$1,941 U.S. currency. The 31-year-old male from Dorches- 
ter was placed under arrest. The money was seized at detec- 
tives believe it is proceeds from drug sales. 

K9 Karl then sniffed the public airspace surrounding 
the resident and the other two individuals with negative re- 


sults. Those two individuals were sent on their way, while 
the resident remained with the detectives. The resident con- 
sented to a search of the apartment. The search revealed that 
two individuals were living in the apartment. In one of the 
bedrooms, detectives located approx. 60 various tablets, de- 
termined to be Methamphetamine. Detectives believe these 
tablets were packaged in a manner intended for distribution. 
Detectives also located a black Springfield 9mm handgun 
on top of a kitchen cabinet. 

The resident was advised of possible criminal charges 
pending fingerprint and DNA analysis on the firearm. All 
drugs were packaged, tagged and placed into drug evidence. 

The 31-year-old male from Dorchester was charged with 
possession to distribute Class A (Fentanyl). The roommate 
(who had exited the apartment earlier) was summonsed to 
court for possession with Intent to Distribute Class B (Meth- 
amphetamine). The firearm and ammunition were properly 
packaged, tagged and placed into the BCI evidence room. 
The firearm will be forwarded to the MA State Police Crime 
Lab for fingerprint, DNA arid ballistic testing. 

Criminal charges are pending upon fingerprint and/or 
DNA confirmation. The firearm’s serial number was queried 
through CJIS and there is no record indicating the firearm 
was stolen. 

If you suspect drug activity in your neighborhood, there 
are several ways to report it.

skepticism is advised. 

If possible, test equipment before you bev, The Ameri- 
can Academy of Orthopaedic Surgeons recommends wear- 
ing exercise clothes and athletic shoes to try out exercise 
equipment before you buy it. Many brick and mortar stores 
have display equipment you can try before you make a pur- 
chase. Make sure you can operate and feel comfortable us- 
ing any equipment you plan on adding to your home gym.

I am thinking of getting a Fiat 500X. Have you driven 
one before? What do you think of this model and the 
company in general? 

The Fiat 500 and S500X are cute to look at, sort of fun 
to drive and but reliability has been less than stellar. Many 
years ago, people would say Fiat stood for “Fix It Again 
Tony,” now the cars are better but compared to others in this 
category of cars there are more reliable choices. 

I have a 22-year-old Jeep and the check engine light is 
on and there are a bunch of engine codes. Where should 
I start? 

The first place that I would start is with the battery and all 

the ground connections. Poor battery connections can cause 
a multitude problems. Also, very common with older Jeeps 
is the engine to body ground straps rust off as well as corro- 
sion at the wiring harness to engine ground. A voltage drop 
test would be best, but even just inspecting all the connec- 
tions and cleaning any corosion would be a good starting 
point. . 
I’m considering a new to me used car and really like 
the looks of the Audi A7, but I have a problem. Since 
I road tested the Audi A7 I stumbled across the Kia 
Stinger. The Stinger looks like it has everything the A7 
has and I can save $17,000, The Audi A7 I looked at was 
for sale for $44,000 and the Kia Stinger with the turbo- 
charged V-6 engine and all-wheel-drive and has a better 
warranty was $27,000. Am I being car snob or is the 
Stinger a comparable car? 

When the Kia Stinger came out, I was quite impressed 
and came away with the same impression. The Stinger was 
designed by a former Audi designer and engineered by a 
former BMW engineer. I like the Stinger a lot and found it 
to be delightful to drive. It is quick and handles well and as 
you mentioned has the remainder of the Kia factory war- 
ranty. Merriam-Webster describes “snob-appeal” as quali- 
ties in a product that appeal to the snobbery in a purchaser 
and used the example of- expensive cars have snob appeal. 
Some buyers just can’t see themselves in a less expensive 
car even though it may a be a better value and a better over- 
all vehicle. 

I have just purchased a 2015 Subaru Forester from 
a traveling maintenance technician with 206,000 miles 
on it. The car has had regular oil changes using Mobil 1 
synthetic oil. I have never been a believer that the syn- 
thetics are that much better than conventional oil. I have 
always preferred to change the oil in my vehicles every 
4,000 miles. Can, or should I, switch back to convention- 
al oil? I have heard that once synthetic oil is in an engine 
you cannot switch back is that true? 

Synthetic oil offers superior lubrication and slightly lon- 
ger intervals between oil changes-although never exceed 
the manufacturers recommendation. The idea of only using 

synthetic oil and-not being able to switch to conventional oil 
is an urban myth. You can certainly switch to conventional 
oil, but if this were my car and considering the already high 
mileage, I would continue to use synthetic oil for the added 
benefits. Also, if you shop around you can find very com- 
petitive prices on synthetic oil. :

chased the car from a:local Volkswagen dealer with a 
certified preowned “bumper to bumper” warranty. The 
brakes were pulsating at every revolution when stopping 
and we asked the dealership to inspect and recommend 
what needs to be done. The diagnose was warped ro- 
tors and that they would resurface them for $225. At 
that time, I questioned if this would be covered by the 
bumper to bumper warranty (which has an agreed upon 
$50 deductible.) They claimed no and charged me and 
I paid. Shouldn’t a bumper to bumper warranty cover 
this work? 

Although VW calls it a “bumper to bumper” watranty, 
the fine print explains that when it comes to brakes, only the 


anti-lock (ABS) system is covered. This is typical of most 
ie Sy HOD Wi !

extended service plans that certain components are covered 
and parts that the wear which are controlled by the driver 
such as tires and brake pads/rotors are excluded. I’m sur- 
prised the dealership didn’t replace the rotors, rather than re- 
surfacing them. New rotors from Volkswagen are $89 each 
and will stay straight and true longer than the resurfaced 
rotors. 

Yesterday we picked up our 2019 Mazda CX-3 from 
the dealership. It had been towed there because it would 
not start. No prior warning, we had driven it the day 
before with no issues. When we picked it up, they said 
there was no need for a new battery, everything looked 
fine. The battery needed to be charged and they did that. 


One notation on the bill was that the technician had — 


noted a red key light which indicates the vehicle sees an 
aftermarket key programmed to the vehicle. Since the 
car was leased from the same dealership and has only 
been serviced there, that seems to be an impossibil- 
ity. The red key light has remained on when the car is 
driven. When we called the service department about it, 
we were told that is normal. Needless to say, I have my 
doubts that this is normal and am wary while driving 
the car that there is something else is going on. What are 
your thoughts/recommendations? 

According to Mazda (vehicle owner’s manual) that isn’t 
what the red key light means. It states “if any malfunction 
occurs in the keyless entry system, the light will illuminate.” 
This is typical of a faulty key fob battery. The manual goes 
on to say, “if the KEY warning indicator light illuminates 
or the push button start indicator light (amber) flashes, the 
engine may not start. If the engine cannot be started, try 
starting it using the emergency operation for starting the en- 
gine, and have the vehicle inspected at an expert repairer, 
we recommend an Authorized Mazda Repairer as soon as 
possible.” If the light was not on before and they left the 
keys in it overnight -the functions of the key left in the ve- 
hicle are temporarily suspended to prevent theft of the vehi- 
cle. To restore the functions, press the unlock button on the 
functions-suspended key in the vehicle. If the KEY warn- 
ing light (red) illuminates, or the push button start indicator 
light (amber) flashes, this could indicate that the engine may 
not start using the usual starting method). At this point I 
would go through the reset procedure and if the KEY light 
is still on return to the Mazda dealer. 

My 1965 Ford Mustang with a 289 V8 engine is mak- 
ing a chirping noise. I know it is not the alternator, fuel 
pump, water pump, because we disconnected belts and 
the noise is still there. We also replaced harmonic bal- 
ancer. What could be causing the loud chirping noise 
when engine is running, as mechanic cannot locate the 
source. 

You certainly covered all-of the common items. At this 
point I would want to run the engine with the valve cov- 
ers off. The cylinder heads on the 289 used either a slot in 
the cylinder head or a guide plate for the push rods. If the 
valved were misadjusted the push rods would rub on the 
guide plates and make a chirping noise. —

you have a light out, although that is not the case on your 
Toyota. Unfortunately, the daytime running lights will need 
to be disabled for the LEDs to work properly. 

I recently visited my Toyota dealership to get an oil 
change. After about 30 minutes the customer rep came 
out to inform me of one nail in the right front passenger 
tire and one nail in the driver’s side rear tire. The tires 
could be repaired at $35 each. Be a victim of being there 
at the dealership I said OK. At about 12:30 p.m. I saw 
my car in the area ready to be picked up, but then some- 
one drove away. After another 15 minutes no one came 
to me so I walked out of the waiting area to see where my 
vehicle was. I couldn’t see it around, so I went looking 
for the customer rep and found her and asked where my 
car was. She said it was taken for a test drive because 
the tire pressure sensor light would not go off. Then the 
rep informed me that the tire pressure sensor was bad. 
When I asked what the options are she said, replacing 
the tire pressure sensors at a cost of $500. 
Do I need te replace all four sensors? Also, I know that 
sometimes with the change in the weather or road tem- 
perature the light will come on and they reset it.

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Giving The Dorothy Quincy Homestead Parlor A F acelift

Tantalizing bits of infor- 
mation are gleaned daily 
from the conservation work 
in progress at the Dorothy 
Quincy Homestead with 
one exciting discovery lead- 
ing to another. As we re- 
ceive much needed grants 
and donations, interior pres- 
ervation efforts continue - a 
slow and steady process that 
will likely be finished just in 
time for the next generation 
of preservationists to begin 
again. 

The Puritan virtues of 
hard work and thrift were 
rewarded by prosperity. 
With our goal of bringing 
to life the culture and his- 
tory of the mansion’s rooms 
that were expanded and em- 
bellished by the Edmund 
Quincy clan to suit their 
distinctive views of a then 
prestigious American life- 
style, we are building on the 
findings from the 2019 His- 
toric Structures Report to 
document the history of the 
finishes and*paint treatments 
in preparation for the con- 
servation of several rooms. 
Our energies are currently 
focused on the formal parlor 
(in other houses, sometimes 
referred to as “the hall’). 
According to diary entries 
made by John Marshall 
(1664-1732), a local mason 
and builder whose diary is 
one of only two tradesman’s 
diaries known from _ this 
early period in New Eng- 
land, this parlor was origi- 
nally built (c.1706-08) dur- 
ing the ownership of Judge 
Edmund Quincy III (1681- 
1738). The room’s construc- 
tion was later improved 
upon in several clear stages 
that reflected a new interest 
in elegant craftsmanship as 
well as ornamental refine- 
ments. 

By definition, paint stra- 
tigraphy is a study of the 
various layers of paint, 
finishes, and other materi- 
als that make up a painted 
surface or structure. The 
recent paint stratigraphy of 
the parlor reveals the first

generation of paint as a rich 
blue-green brushed on to 
the wood. Over this layer, 
the paint analysis suggests 
that a varnish was applied 
to give the paint color more 
complexity and luster. This 
treatment is found consis- 
tently on the wood that was 
added over the plaster walls 
and on the beams, doors, 
and shutters sometime after 
EQII’s death in 1738 (he 
died from a bad smallpox 
inoculation while in London 
on a mission for the Prov- 
ince). The highly varnished 
blue-green color suggests 
that the Quincy family was 
quite conscious of the pres- 
tige they enjoyed, and were 


not shy of displaying their 
elite status. Not to discount 
or overlook the later work 
done in the parlor, the chair 
rail, dado and kickboard that 
were added around the time 
that the fabulous Pompeiian 
Revival style design wallpa- 
per was installed (c.1780), 
were all painted a compara- 
tively subdued yellowish- 
taupe. 

If all work continues to 
advance as planned, it will 
be completed just in time for 
our summer 2021 tours. We 
can’t wait to see the finished 
product!

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John Adams Remembered On 285th Birthday 


Wreath-Laying Ceremony At UFPC In Memory Of Second President Streamed On Facebook 


By SCOTT JACKSON 
The legacy of John Ad- 
. ams was recalled during a 
ceremony to commemorate 
the second president’s 285th 
birthday on the eve of this 
year’s presidential election. 
The ceremony was held 
Oct. 30 inside the United 
First Parish Church in Quin- 
cy Center, where Adams 
and his wife, Abigail, are 
entombed. This year’s cer 
emony, which was about 20 
minutes long, was markedly 
different 
with no 


from years past, 


music, no color 
guard, no student speakers, 
and no reception afterwards. 
The ceremony was closed to 
the public and was streamed 
live on Facebook instead. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
said he would enjoy be- 
ing able to speak to Adams 
about the state of the world 
today. The mayor said Ad- 
ams had expressed reserva- 
tions about the two-party 
system that was beginning 
to emerge during his time in 
office. 

“I would love to have 
a conversation today with 
John Adams about the world 
we live in. We know what 
he stood for and how prin- 
cipled he was. I’m sure he 
would have been delighted 
with the leadership of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, but I think he 
would agree we still had a 
ways to go,” Koch said. - 

“For those who know a 
little bit about his thoughts 
and writings and speeches, 
he was very concerned 
about the party system that 
was developing in his days 
and we’re seeing that deep 


divide created by that ex- 
treme ideology on_ both 
sides.” 

This year’s election has 
been difficult, Koch said, 
but pales in comparison to 
the 1800 election between 
Adams and his then vice 
president, Thomas Jeffer- 
son, in which Jefferson pre- 
vailed. 

“In my lifetime, this is 
difficult 
presidential elections that 
I’ve seen,. but in that con- 
versation with John Adams 


one of the more 


he probably would say this 
is nothing compared to the 
Jefferson race I had for re 
election,’ Koch said. “His 
tory repeats itself.” 

The mayor concluded his 
remarks by saying city lead- 
ers continue to follow Ad- 
ams’ ideals. 

“We carry that spirit in 
this city in how we treat 
people and how we govern 
and how we continue to 
hope for this great nation,” 
Koch said. 

City Council President 
Nina Liang said Adams and 
his son, John Quincy Ad- 
ams, the nation’s sixth pres- 
ident, were trailblazers who 
fought for what they believe 
in and came to define what 
it means to be a public ser- 
vant.

“He is paraphrasing a 
passage from the Book of 
Micah from the Hebrew 
scriptures, words that are 
known as the sacred texts 
to people in Christian tradi- 
tions and Jewish traditions,” 
Froom said. “Here he lifts

up those words as an ethi- 
cal statement to guide his 
granddaughter and perhaps 
all the generations that have 
followed him.” 

Adams began -that same 
letter by discussing the his- 
tory of smallpox, Froom 
noted; 1820 marked the 
100th year since Adams’ 
uncle Zabdiel Boylston be- 
gan smallpox inoculations 
in North America. 

‘tWe gather in a pandem- 
ic. We gather in a tumultu- 
ous election season,” Froom 
said. “John Adams and his 
generation also gathered 
with all of these confusing 
and challenging elements of 
public health and politics.” 

“He discusses this with 
his granddaughter. He talks 
about the importance of ed- 
ucation and experience for 
learning what we can do to 
stop the smallpox pandemic, 
and yet where he ends this 
letter is with those words,” 
Froom added, referring 
again to the closing section 
of the letter.

Victorian Cabinet --- The 
furniture you select for your 
first house is usually furniture 
that is as old as the house. A 
new modern house probably 
has lots of windows, high ceil- 
ings, kitchens and bathrooms 
made with marble. Most 
rooms are painted with either 
a mixture of very bright colors 
or a monotone shade of white 
or beige. Furniture looks like 
the first modern designs -- 
simple shapes, little ‘carving 
or decoration, chairs made of 
bent wood and metal rods, 
and plain rectangular stor- 
age pieces and tables. Victo- 
rian furniture with dark wood, 
carved and gilt trims, and met- 
al plaques, just doesn’t fit in. 

When this 1870 American 
Renaissance-era cabinet was 
offered at auction (est. $8,000 
to $12,000), there were few 
bidders, Moore, York, & 
Howell of Philadelphia, who 
exhibited at the 1876.Centen- 
nial Exposition, made it. A 
great example of American 
Renaissance furniture, over 
5 feet high and just short of 
5 feet wide, it is a good size 
for a Victorian room with an 
8-foot-high ceiling and lots of 
wall space. So, while prices 
for early modern furniture 
have gone up, this cabinet,

(do not add spices or salt) and 
smashing together. Cool and 
store in the refrigerator.

A common method of defense 
against a suit contract is to try to short- 
eff declarer’s trumps by forcing him to 
ruff. This is most likely to be effective 
when declarer and dummy together 
have only eight (or fewer) trumps. 

Here is a typical case. South ruffed 
the second round of hearts, led a low 


spade to the king and finessed the jack | 


mn the return, losing to West’s queen 
West led another heart, and declarer 
uffed avain. He was now down to the 
me ace ol spades iphis hand, having 


led trumps twice and ruffed twice. 

After drawing West’s last trump, 
declarer crossed to the club ace, led 
the ten of diamonds and finessed. 
West won with the king and cashed 
two hearts to defeat the contract 
two tricks. The repeated heart leads 
had exhausted South's trumps and 
brought about his downfall. 

But analysis shows that, South did 
not handle the situation in the best 
manner. He could have made his 
game by exercising better trump con- 
trol. After ruffing the heart at trick 
two, he should have played a club to 
the ace and finessed the ten of dia- 
monds before tackling the trump suit. 

If the finesse wins, the contract is 
virtually assured. If the finesse loses, 
South is in a much better position to 
deal with the heart return. He ruffs 
and still has the A-J-6 of spades as 
well as the established diamonds. 

A low trump to the king is followed 
by a trump to the ace, deliberately 
rejecting the finesse. When West fol- 
lows suit, the contract becomes a cer- 

tainty, even though the trump queen 
is still outstanding. Declarer simply 
runs his tricks in the side suits, losing 
only a trump whenever West (or East, 
if he has the queen) elects to ruff 

In effect, South plays for a normal 
$-2 trump division instead of yielding 
to the temptation of winning a trump 
inesse, Percentavewise, this offers

Plague Lung 
‘Cancer Screening 


DEAR DR. ROACH: I’m 
a 74-year-old female who 
smoked a pack a day for 
40-plus years, having quit 
smoking about 18 years ago. 
As a precaution, I asked my 
primary doctor to order a 
screening CT scan, knowing 
that I’m a candidate for lung 
cancer. The results showed a 


_ 3-mm nodule in one lung, and 


I was advised not to worry 
and that my doctor would 
order another CT scan in six 
months. I can’t help but won- 
der if this is cancer and if an 
oncologist, after six months, 
will ask me why I waited so 
long to see him. -- T7.W. 
ANSWER: Medical profes- 
sionals have been attempting 
to sereen for lung cancer for 
decades. Chest X-rays proved 
insensitive: By the time cancer 
could be seen-on X-ray, it was 
usually too late to do anything 
about it. CT scans are much 
more sensitive (maybe too sen-

sitive; see below), and studies 
have shown that some lives 
will be saved with a screen- 
ing program. However, the 
number of people who would 
benefit is relatively small; 256 
moderate-to-heavy smokers 
would need yearly screening 
for three years in order to pre- 
vent one lung cancer death. 

There are two other sig- 
nificant concerns about lung 
cancer screening. The first is 
the issue you have now: an ab- 
normal result and what to do 
about it. It’s extremely com- 
mon. Almost 25% of scans will 
be abnormal, and 96% of the 
abnormal results will be false 
positives. But it will require 
multiple scans and sometimes 
an invasive procedure to prove 
it. This means a great deal of 
anxiety among people who get 
the type of result you did. 

The small size of your nod- 
ule means your risk that this 


nodule is cancer is much lower. 


than 1%. A follow-up scan is 
the usual recommendation, and 
if the nodule is the same size 
or smaller, the chance of it be- 
ing cancer is very close to zero. 
You should have had a careful 
explanation of the likelihood 
of false positive results before 
getting the scan. You should 
also have been warned of the 
possible need for a biopsy and 
the possible financial costs as- 
sociated with follow-up test- 
ing. 

The second concern is that 
current smokers who consider 
screening should receive inten- 
sive advice and help in quitting 
smoking. A negative CT scan is 
not a “clean bill of health” for 
a smoker and quitting remains 
the single most important thing 
most, smokers can do. for their 
overall ‘health.

have been happy with the outcome. What I have seen is 
quite a difference in quality between manufacturers. Some 
of these replacement bulbs are too bright, some will turn 
on a malfunction light and other require modification of the

I have a Subaru WRX and I love the car except for 
the phone interface with the Harmon sound system and 
a slight rattle from the steering. I went to the Subaru 
dealer and talked with the “tech-advisor” who said he 
thought it was my older iPhone. I then went to service 
and they deemed the rattle acceptable. Other than these 
two minor issues I love the car. 

The technical database that I use has at least a dozen bul- 
letins about the sound system. Regarding the rattle, have 
the dealer reference TSB number 04-17-17R. This technical 
bullefin describes the rattle and a replacement of a small 
spring in the electric power steering. Regarding the sound 
system, the dealer needs to check that any updates both soft- 
ware and hardware are up to date. 


I have a newer Audi A6 and it seems as if the sunroof 
is rattling. I have two questions: any idea about the rat- 
tle and it seems as if you don’t recommend Audi vehicles 
very often. Is there a reason for that? 

The sunroof noise.can be caused by any number of is- 
sues: the track, roller shade or even the motor and glass pan- 
el rattling. When a sunroof gets installed in a car, rattles are 
a possibility and not that many years ago were almost ex- 
pected. Years ago, I was a third party arbitrator for Porsche 
and I was assigned a case with a 911 and a leaky Targa- 
roof. The roof would leak in heavy rain, but the engineer 
from Porsche stated that since the roof panel was removable 
water leaks are always a possibility. Today in my opinion 
leaks and rattles are not acceptable. The problem with your 
car could be a seal/gasket, loose sunroof cartridge or trim 
panel. Work with your dealer and Audi customer service to 
get the problem resolved. I only try to recommend cars and 
products that I have evaluated. In the last year, Audi did not 
put vehicles into the press fleet that I work from.

in Vietnam. Upon landing 
there, he observed body 
bags “stacked up awaiting 
transport back to the U.S.” 
Back with his unit, he 
and his comrades landed by 
helicopter in an area occu- 
pied by the enemy on June 
2, 1969. His platoon came 
under intense enemy fire 
from soldiers in concealed 
positions and fortifications. 
“A solider fell, hit by the 
first burst of fire,” he said. 
“First Lt. Poxon dashed to 
his aid, drawing most of the 
enemy fire as he crossed 20 
meters of open ground,” 
Poxon, who was also hit, 
found the soldier was dead. 
Despite :his. wounds, Bat- 
tista explained how Poxon 
refused medical treatment, 
and “with indomitable cour- 
age...turned his attention to 
seizing the initiative from 
the enemy.” 
Poxon zeroed in on an 


_enemy bunker and instruct- 


ed his unit to concentrate 


i} 
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their firepower on it. With 
his painful wounds, Poxon 
crawled toward the bunker 
and charged with a hand 
grenade. 

“He was hit again, but 
continued his assault,” said 
Battista. 

Poxon’s efforts to silence 
the enemy was successful, 
but was struck a third time 
by enemy fire, this time, 
the wounds proving fatal. 
Battista and his comrades 
préssed their attack and 
drove the enemy from their 
positions. 

“First Lt. Poxon’s gal- 
lantry, indomitable will 
and courage are in keeping 
with the military service’s 
highest traditions and re- 
flect great credit upon him- 
self, his unit, and the U.S. 
Army,” said Battista. “To 
all on that mission that June 
night, Bob’s memory lives 
on.” 

Battista said that the 
American flag serves as a

symbol of freedom “that 
many have died to defend, 
rather than a tangible em- 
blem to honor those who 
gave their lives specifical- 
ly.” 

“Our American’ Flag 
unites us while the honor 
and remembrance of our 
flag defines us,” he said. 

He added, “Arguably, 
our flag does not fly because 
the wind moves it — it flies 
with the last breath of each 
soldier who died protecting 
it,” he said. “Plausibly, it 
is our national symbol and 
identifies us as Americans.” 

Battista paid tribute to 
all the men and women who 
have and currently “an- 
swered the call of duty... 
to protect our country and 
maintain our way of life.” 

“The defense of freedom 
is not just for those in the 
military, each of us shares 
that duty and that responsi- 
bility,” he said.

City councillors recently 
recognized the month of Oc- 
tober as Filipino American 
History Month.
